Major new 
review of 
the town's 
bus service 

A REVIEW of bus stops and 
connections is being carried 
out in Walsall under plans to 
improve transport services 
in the town centre. 

Better passenger informa¬ 
tion is planned as part of a 
new strategy from Centro 
and Walsall Council. It could 
see some bus stops relocated 
and a better link established 
from St Paul’s bus station to 
the town’s rail station. 

There are already £14 
million plans to revamp the 
Bradford Place interchange. 

Centro spokesman Mark 
Langford said: “We are cur¬ 
rently in very early discus¬ 
sions with Walsall Council to 
develop a town centre inter¬ 
change strategy. 

“This is focused on 
increasing capacity in the 
Bradford Place area for 
buses and improving inter¬ 
change and connectivity in 
Walsall town centre through 
new wayfinding, better 
siting of bus stops and 
improved passenger infor¬ 
mation. 

“While these plans seek to 
make it easier for people to 
connect to St Paul’s Bus 
Station from the rail station, 
Bradford Place and other 
areas of the town, there are 
currently no plans to make 
any changes to the layout or 
size of the facility.” 

The earliest start date is 
2015. 

The moves comes as 
Network Rail look into cre¬ 
ating a fourth platform at 
Walsall’s main rail station. 

Outcry over 
wc closures 

CALLS have been made for a 
re-think of council plans to 
close public toilets under 
cost-cutting measures. 

Loos in Pelsall, Rushall, 
Willenhall, Aldridge, 
Brownhills and Blakenall 
Heath are to shut to save 
costs of £120,000. Councillor 
Pete Smith said: “Having 
built these new toilets only 
five years ago as part of the 
Blakenall area improve¬ 
ment, it seems a waste of 
money to close them down. ” 

The closure of toilets in 
Brownhills has prompted a 
petition to re-open them.

Sunday market back after a decade 


A SUNDAY market will return to Walsall for the first time 
in more than a decade, it will be brought back in the run¬ 
up to Christmas to help stallholders take advantage of 
the extra festive trade in the town centre. 

The pitch is due to set up on December 23 to boost busi¬ 
ness for market traders on what is currently a non-trading 
day. 

The market is also due to open on the three Thursdays 
ahead of Christmas Day as part of an agreement with 
Walsall Council in a bid to boost profits for traders. 

It is believed to be the first time in a over decade that a 
Sunday market has been held in the town centre. 

It comes after it recently emerged stalls could be hit with 
a £5-a-day rent increase from next year in a bid to raise 


£100,000 a year for the cash-strapped council, which is 
facing massive financial pressure. 

Chairman of the Market Traders Association Tony 
Larner welcomed the news. Mr Larner, who has been oper¬ 
ating in Walsall for 12 years, said: “It is an extra shopping 
day and there are lot of places open on the Sunday. 

Rents 

“It will be the first time since I have been there. It is a 
good thing as Christmas is one of the main periods for shop¬ 
ping.” 

Moves to increase rents has been unveiled as part of the 
budget proposals, although market workers are due to meet 
with the authority to discuss the issue. 


It comes as independent experts have been brought in by 
the council to analyse the historic pitch and find a perma¬ 
nent new home. 

Initial findings found it is popular, with a large number of 
stalls but long overdue investment is needed to make them 
better. 

However, a full report on the issue is due to go before the 
council before the end of the year. 

The market is temporarily in Digbeth but needs to move 
due to work on the multi-million-pound regeneration of the 
Old Square Shopping Centre. 

Figures this year show the market’s income was £313,745 
in 12 months - helping to ever shortfalls at market sites 
such as Willenhall. 


TRADERS PUNNING 
A RETAIL 'REBIRTH' 


A WEBSITE designed to promote independent shops in 
Walsall town centre could be launched by February 
thanks to funding received from a Government scheme. 

Members of the Walsall Town Team recently secured £10,000 after making a 
successful bid to the Town Team Partnership, a £5.5 million fund, created as an 
offshoot from the Portas Pilots scheme launched by retail guru Mary Portas. 

The decision was made by the team to invest the money into a website to adver¬ 
tise independent businesses. The new website will feature individual profiles of 
businesses that pay a nominal fee to feature their business. 


Carl Mitchell, local trader and a member 
of Walsall Town Team said that the website 
was the first part of the “rebirth” of the town 
centre, with hopes being that at some point 
in the future a loyalty card system could be 
on offer to provide people with a selection of 
regular offers for local shoppers. 

He said: “Walsall’s wouldn’t have a town 
centre without these shops. We can’t beat 
the big brands on price or marketing but we 
can beat them by providing a one to one cus¬ 
tomer driven experience.” 

He also said that talks with the web 
designers were coming to an end and that 
work would soon begin on its creation with a 
launch planned for February. 

Portfolio holder for Walsall’s Regenera¬ 
tion, Councillor Adrian Andrew said: “I 
think it’s a brilliant idea and the fact that it 
has been done by the private sector is won¬ 
derful. 

“We are helping them wherever we can 
and I believe it will be successful. 

“It’s going to have really good impact on 
Walsall town centre. We welcome anything 
big or small that will make a difference in 
the area.”

Grant aid 
hope for 
children's 
music hub 

EDUCATION bosses in 
Walsall have deferred a deci¬ 
sion on whether to fund a 
music service which is facing 
severe budget cuts. 

Forest Arts Music Hub, 
which offers children the 
chance to take part in festi¬ 
vals and workshops, will lose 
more than £300,000 over the 
next two years. 

Walsall Schools Forum 
has been asked to provide 
financial support. 

Chairman Max Vlahakis 
said he expected a grant to 
be agreed in December. The 
forum has supplied £38,000 
in each of the last two years. 

Discuss 

Mr Vlahakis, also head of 
Alumwell Junior School, 
said primary and secondary 
school headteachers would 
meet to discuss the issue 
before the forum recon¬ 
venes. 

“There seems to be a lot of 
positivity about this service, 
certainly among the primary 
schools which certainly see 
the benefits of it,” he said. 

“They teach various 
instruments here. We work 
in an area which is one of the 
most deprived in Walsall and 
it is all about giving our chil¬ 
dren opportunities.” 

He added: “I’m pretty 
sure funding will be agreed. ” 

It emerged last week that 
the Leamore music service’s 
budget will be slashed by 
£159,673 next year and a 
further £185,190 during 
2014/15. 

Green space 
protest plan 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
for the future of Walsall’s 
green spaces and country¬ 
side services will stage a 
protest outside the town hall 
on Monday. 

Members of a newly- 
formed group will be outside 
the hall ahead of a meeting 
of the council. Save Walsall’s 
Green Spaces and Country¬ 
side Services has raised con¬ 
cerns over proposals to cut 
£400,000 from the depart¬ 
ment dealing with the 
borough’s parks and green¬ 
ery. 

The group has also set up 
an online petition.

We will remember them - saluting the dead 


Crowds pay respects as 
the borough remembers 


THOUSANDS of people gathered 
together across the borough to 
remember and pay their respects 
to the country’s war dead. 

Walsall’s mayor Councillor Dennis Anson 
joined members of John Henry Carless’ 
family to place a wreath on his memorial in 
Lichfield Street, Walsall, on Sunday 
morning. 

Walsall-born Mr Carless was awarded the 
Victoria Cross for “bravery and devotion to 
duty” during the First World War. 

The mayor then led a civic procession 
from the Council House to the cenotaph in 
Bradford Place where an open-air service 
was conducted by Rev Mark Kinder, Vicar of 
St Paul’s at the Crossing. 

People gathered at the cenotaph were 
invited to join in singing hymns, accompa¬ 
nied by The Staffordshire Band and 
members of the Credo Singers. 

Buglers from the Staffordshire Band 
sounded The Last Post before a rifle salute 
to mark the two minutes’ silence was given 
by members of 4 Mercian. 

Wreaths 

The buglers sounded the Reveille before 
the mayor led the laying of wreaths. 

Rev Kinder gave the blessing and people 
were invited to sing the first verse of the 
national anthem. 

Councillor Anson said Remembrance Day 
was a time of poignancy and reflection. He 
added: “It was well attended. 

“I was born just before the Second World 
War and I can remember the end of it. It’s 
always a bit emotional for me.” 

John Henry Carless was 21 years old and 
an Ordinary Seaman in the Royal Navy 
during the First World War. 

On November 17, 1917, at the Second 
Battle of Heligoland Bight, off the German 
coast, Ordinary Seaman Carless of HMS 
Caledon, although mortally wounded in the 
abdomen, continued to fight the enemy and 
help casualties. He collapsed but got up 
again and cheered on the his new gun crew. 
He then fell and died. 

The action in which John Henry Carless 
earned his Victoria Cross was part of the last 
big ship engagement of the First World War.

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Work starts 
on building 
new homes 
at old depot 

WORK on more than 130 
new homes at a former 
council depot in Walsall is 
under way as part of a five- 
year programme. 

The estate is being built 
on the demolished Norfolk 
Place depot in Leamore fol¬ 
lowing a £7 million land 
swap deal. 

Hundreds of staff were 
relocated to a new Walsall 
Council base in the grounds 
of the old Wagon Automotive 
in Brownhills last year. 

The land swap between 
the council and developers 
Mar City created a regenera¬ 
tion site. Permission for 
some 250 homes was 
granted by planners. Build¬ 
ings at the depot were 
demolished to make way for 
redevelopment. 

Taylor Wimpey bought 
half the site and are building 
a total of 134 properties over 
the next five years as part of 
its Jubilee Gardens scheme. 
It will include two, three and 
four-bedroom homes 

ranging from coach houses 
to terraced and semi¬ 
detached town houses. 

Anne Wallace, sales and 
marketing director for 
Taylor Wimpey Midlands 
said: “We are excited to be 
delivering such a major 
scheme to the area. Jubilee 
Gardens will provide more 
than 130 high-quality homes 
for discerning property- 
seekers in Walsall.” 

Up to 400 staff including 
the street cleaning workers 
have moved in to the depot 
in Pelsall Road, Brownhills.

Stabbing victim praises 'guardian angel' 



Victim David Walton 


A FATHER-OF-TWO from Walsall has spoken 
about the terrifying moment he was stabbed seven 
times by a masked man in an unprovoked attack. 
David Walton was left with life-changing injuries 
following the attack at the hands of Scott Coley, then 
aged 17, his next-door-neighbour. 

Coley, now aged 19, was locked up for 18 years 
after being found guilty of attempted murder. 

Mr Walton told how the attack had devastated his 
“perfect life”and paid tribute to the “guardian 
angel” he credits with saving his life. 

He said: “I relive the bit on the stairs over and 


over and over again. I’d gone to bed and Tracey, my 
partner, was in the shower. I’d fallen asleep and the 
next thing I remember is being woken up to Tracey 
screaming her head off. She’d seen the door open 
and there was this guy there all in black. 

“I pushed her out of the way and went into the 
hallway to get him out of the house.” 

As Mr Walton lay bleeding on the stairs of the 
home in Hawthorn Road, Shelfield, neighbour Pearl 
Rogers rushed to his aid. 

“Pearl had heard the shouting and she came out 
of her house, ran up the stairs and helped me,” said 


Mr Walton, 45. “She saved my life on the stairs that 
night. She is my guardian angel.” 

Mr Walton said he was indebted to police and 
medics who had helped him following the attack on 
July 31, 2011. He spent two weeks in hospital, 
endured three operations and faces more. 

Injuries to his arm have left him unable to con¬ 
tinue as an electrician. Mr Walton, father to John, 
aged 21, and Daniel, 18, said:“I loved my job. I went 
to the gym three times a week since I was 16. Now 
all of a sudden, I’m stuck in the house all the time, 
worried about what I’m going to do next.” 


Teen locked up for bid 
to murder his neighbour 


A TEENAGER from Walsall who tried to kill his 
next-door neighbour by stabbing him seven 
times in an unprovoked attack has been 
locked up for 18 years. 

Scott Coley was just 17 when he armed himself with a 
nine-inch ‘Rambo-style’ hunting knife, donned dark clothes 


and a balaclava and attacked

Knifeman a fan 
of violent game 

THE trial heard that Scott 
Coley was an avid player of 
the violent video game Bat¬ 
tlefield: Bad Company 2. 

In the opinion of leading 
psychiatrist Dr Srikanth 
Nimmagadda, the cannabis 
smoked by Coley brought on 
a “very short-lived, violent 
psychotic episode” during 
which he was not in control. 

He thought Coley was 
deluded that he was a charac¬ 
ter from the game, that led 
him to dress in a similar way 
to the characters, arm 
himself and to attempt to kill. 
“I think there is some link 
between the game and the 
knives and what he did,” the 
psychiatrist told the court. 


David Walton. He was found 
guilty of attempted murder 
at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
last week and blew a kiss to 
his family as he was sent 
down. 

A jury took just over 15 
hours to reach a majority 
verdict of 10 to two in the 
case, which the judge 
described as “uniquely diffi¬ 
cult”. 

Cannabis 

Jurors heard that Coley, 
now 19, kept a collection of 
knives which he liked “shiny 
and sharp”. 

He had smoked cannabis 
all day before the attack in 
Hawthorn Road, Shelfield, 
on July 31. He claimed to 
have had a blackout and 
unknowingly let himself 
into his neighbour’s home 
with a key his parents had 
for emergencies. 

Mr Walton, a cousin of 
Coley’s father, was stabbed 
seven times and left with 
life-threatening injuries, 
which required two weeks of 
hospital treatment. 

Judge Robin Onions sen¬ 
tenced Coley, of Hawthorn 
Road, to 18 years in a young 
offenders’ institution. 

He said the case was a 
reminder that cannabis can 
be six times stronger today 
than in recent years. 

He said he did not regard 
Coley as dangerous, so long 
as he remains off drugs. But 
he said: “Only you will know 
why you committed this 
offence. I believe this was a 
pre-meditated offence. This 
was a sustained assault over 
a period of time with a 
deadly weapon.”

Matthew Robinson was branded “stupid” by the presid¬ 
ing magistrate at Walsall for his actions last month but 


walked from court after 
being landed with a fine and 
costs totalling £344. 

Magistrates were 

restricted to sentencing him 
to a fine but told the 24-year- 
old self-employed contractor 
that he should have faced a 
more severe punishment for 
his actions, which took place 
near Fishley Lane, in Little 
Bloxwich, on October 12. 

Prosecutor Val Hart said 
the police helicopter was 
requested to the area at 
around 9.30pm after com¬ 
plaints from two other pilots 
of being struck by a laser 
light as they approached 
Birmingham Airport. 

Cockpit 

There were reports of 
three men fishing in the 
area. When the police heli¬ 
copter arrived, a green laser 
was shone and illuminated 
the cockpit for several 
seconds, causing the pilot to 
be distracted. 

Mrs Hart said the poten¬ 
tial affects of such actions 
could be “devastating”. 

The helicopter pilot con¬ 
tacted police on the ground.

A FATHER beat his 14-year- 
old son for getting a C-grade 
in his school ICT exams, a 
court heard.

Tougher measures aiming to halt metal thefts at memorials 


METAL thieves who steal from war memo¬ 
rials are to face tough new penalties. 

The Scrap Metal Dealer’s Bill, which 
comes into effect next month, will give the 
police stronger powers to target rogue 
traders. 

Walsall’s historic Barr Beacon War 
Memorial has been repeatedly targeted for 
copper before a £440,000 restoration project 
got under way last month. 


And scores of other memorials across the 
Black Country have been stripped of brass 
plaques, which have then been sold off for 
cash. 

Across the West Midlands, Staffordshire 
and West Mercia police force areas it is esti¬ 
mated metal worth more than £34 million 
has been taken in the last four years. 

Crime Prevention Minister Jeremy 
Browne, announcing the crackdown last 


week, said: “These thieves show an utter 
disregard for the memory of the courageous 
men and women who paid the ultimate sac¬ 
rifice for their country. 

Shadow 

“The Government is determined to stamp 
out this illegal trade, which, in recent years, 
has cast a shadow over Remembrance 
Sunday for bereaved families. 

“That is why we are reforming the scrap 


metal industry to support legitimate dealers 
and tighten the net around those who flout 
the rules.” 

There are roughly 1,000 metal thefts a 
week, which cost the country at least £220 
million each year. 

The Bill will also increase financial penal¬ 
ties under the existing regulation of the 
scrap metal sector and give police new 
powers of entry to tackle illegal trading. 


Leisure plan to build 
new centre with pool 


PLANS to improve leisure services in Walsall 
will involve demolishing the leisure centre in 
Walsall Wood and building a new facility. 

The new Oak Park Leisure Centre would be built on 
playing fields to the rear of the site. It would be con¬ 
structed before the old building was demolished, plans 
submitted to Walsall Council show. 

More than 100 parking spaces would be created, along 
with new junior football pitches, while the existing artificial 
pitch would be refurbished h . . ■ ^in¬

The new centre would also 
include an eight-lane 25m 
swimming pool, a teaching 
pool with moving floor, a 
large sports hall the size of 
six badminton courts, a 
fitness suite, health spa, 
dance studio and catering 
facilities. 

According to the plans, to 
be considered by the council 
next month, the Football 
Association is keen to 
support the development of 
the site, off Lichfield Road, 
as a football campus. 

Partners 

Planning officers have 
met with Walsall Wood FC 
and Walsall Swimming Club 
as potential partners for the 
operation of the new centre. 

Many people were said to 
have responded positively to 
the proposals, although con¬ 
cerns were raised over the 
loss of squash courts and the 
lack of individual showers. 

Several people also 
wanted a 50m pool, but it 
has been deemed “impracti¬ 
cal” and “unaffordable”. 

A planning statement, 
submitted with the propos¬ 
als, says: “The new develop¬ 
ment will ‘fit’ into the local 
area and provide a focus for 
multi-purpose community 
provision, alongside the 
adjacent primary school, the 
youth club building opposite 
the existing site and the 
existing Scout group, who 
themselves are aiming to 
develop a new building.” 


Meanwhile, a councillor 
has called for a large 
Olympic-standard swim¬ 
ming pool to be created in 
Walsall following the success 
of homegrown talents. 

Multi-million-pound 
plans for a revamp of leisure 
centres are already being 
put forward for Bloxwich 
and Walsall Wood. 

Darlaston councillor 
Doug James has welcomed 
those £14m moves to 
develop new leisure facilities 
but said more could be done 
to capitalise on the successes 
of Nick Gillingham and, 
more recently, Paralympic 
double gold medal winner 
Elbe Simmonds, by creating 
a 50-metre Olympic size pool 
in the borough. 

“What a fantastic legacy 
an Olympic standard pool 
would bring to Walsall,” he 
said 

“Instead of our young 
swimmers having to journey 
far and wide to train and 
compete we could attract 
galas, national and interna¬ 
tional swimming events to 
Walsall. 

“Lets have an aspirational 
plan that the whole town 
can be proud of - for an 
inspirational state-of-the- 
art, Olympic pool length 
50m, eight plus lanes wide 
with a diving area that 
would boost local involve¬ 
ment in swimming, attract 
people to our town.”

Focus on country park 
scheme at arboretum 


PLANS for a £400,000 country 
park to encourage more 
people to visit Walsall Arbore¬ 
tum are being put under the 
microscope by experts. 

Council officers are drawing up a 
detailed blueprint to see just how feasi¬ 
ble the idea is. They will look at the 
funding, management and scale of the 
project to transform the former nine- 
hole municipal golf course in the 
Arboretum Extension into a country 
park. It would feature a wildflower 
meadow and with a land train. 

The council and Arboretum User 
Group are backing the proposal, which 
is hoped will bring more people into the 
extension and arboretum as a whole. 

Recreation 

The aim is to provide better opportu¬ 
nities for walking, cycling, recreation 
and commuting along traffic-free 
routes. It will fit in with the multi¬ 
million transformation of the arbore¬ 
tum which is currently under way. 

A new report to the council states: 
“We propose carrying out a feasibility 
study to look into the scope, viability, 
potential funding and management 
options available to create a Walsall 
Country Park which extends east 
through the Arboretum from the town 
centre.” 

The golf course was closed down by 
council chiefs in January 2010. 

Leisure bosses said it was losing 
£36,000 a year and was part of wide¬ 
spread budget cuts to help claw back 
millions of pounds. 

Ideas to save the course included an 
increase in green fees of up to 40 per 
cent but this was scrapped. 

The authority then first started 
looking for an external operator to step 
in and take it over. But no-one suitable 
was found and the country park idea 
was pursued.

Anti-smoking campaign 


It follows complaints from residents over 
anti-social behaviour, noise and nuisance. 

Police also have powers to return anybody 
under the age of 16 to their home address 
between the hours of 9pm and 6am. The 
order, granted with agreement from Walsall 
Council, will run until April 8. 

Hawbush Road, Beeches Avenue and Stag 
Hill Road line the edge of the dispersal order 
area.The zone will also Archer Road and 
Roebuck Road. 

Priority 

Councillor Zahid Ali, chairman of the 
Safer Walsall Partnership, said: “Anti-social 
behaviour across the borough is a major 
issue and whilst as a whole it is decreasing it 
remains a priority for all partners. 

“There is a lot of good work taking place 
to make people feel safer and the dispersal 
order will add to this. 

“Partners will continue to utilise the 
powers available to them to tackle these 
issues and there will be zero tolerance 
towards anti-social behaviour in our 
borough. Firm action will be taken against 
those whose behaviour makes life a misery 
for others.” 

Refusing to disperse when ordered is a 
criminal offence and could result in a fine of 
up to £5,000 and/or up to three months in jail.

A breathalyser test was 
available to measure the CO 
levels of willing participants 
and a cube of tar was on 
display highlighting the 
amount of tar that builds up 
after smoking for two 
months. 

Pradeep Prabhu, phar¬ 
macy support services 
manager, said: “We are 
hoping that by raising 
awareness, more people will 
understand the risks of 
smoking, see the benefits of 
quitting and know where to 
come if they need help. 

“The smoking cessation 
services within our pharma¬ 
cies have been very success¬ 
ful so far. Between June 
2010 and August 2012 our 
four week quit rate was 52 
per cent which is six per cent 
higher than the regional 
average.

PUBLIC toilets in Walsall could be sold and 
redeveloped. Alternative uses are being 
looked at for loos in Pelsall, Rushall, Wilier 
hall, Aldridge, Brownhills and Blakenall 


Heath. 

Former public conven¬ 
iences elsewhere in the 
country have been trans¬ 
formed into luxury cottages, 
hotels, cafes and deli¬ 
catessens. 

Cash-strapped Walsall 
Council is looking at perma¬ 
nently shutting public loos 
around the borough as part 
of moves which could save 
£120,000 next year. 

Significant 

Bosses are now looking at 
whether they could be used 
for other purposes or the 
land sold off. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said their closure would be a 
“significant” saving as some 
are in a poor condition. 

A new report to the 
authority reads: “The 
impact is likely to be on the 
elderly or young who may 
need greater use of public 
conveniences but other, 
better, facilities are avail¬ 
able in the areas such as 
libraries and supermarkets. 

“The closure of the dis-

trict public conveniences 
will make the land/buildings 
available for re-use or sale.” 

The toilets have already 
been temporarily closed at 
Rushall and Brownhills and 
the permanent closures will 
save on repairs and mainte¬ 
nance costs. 

As part of the plans, shop¬ 
keepers may be given cash 
incentives to allow the 
public to use their toilets. 

The move has already 
been put into practice in 
Cannock, Hednesford and 
Rugeley. 

Other options being con¬ 
sidered under the proposed 
savings are 88 jobs being 
axed, the cost of school 
meals rising and stallholders 
at Walsall Market facing a 
£5-a-day rent rise in a bid to 
help save £13 million 
overall. 

A consultation period has 
now been launched over the 
council’s draft budget.

TIME off accrued by flexi-time workers at 
Walsall Council is being cut from 20 days a 
year to eight after some staff were found to be 
abusing the system. 

Employees will still be^ . . 

able to claim time off in lieu ■ by Mark Mudie 
when they are asked to 


exceed their contracted 
hours by chiefs, finance boss 
Councillor Chris Towe said. 

The changes will come 
into effect from January 1. 

“What we are doing is 
setting a new limit of two 
days off through flexi-time a 
quarter, rather than five,” 
Councillor Towe said. 

Claim 

“Anyone asked to work 
extra time will still be able to 
claim time off in lieu. 

“Five days a quarter on 
flexi-time was far too much 
but eight days a year will 
bring us in-sync with other 
public sector organisations. ” 

He continued: “I have no 
intention of removing flexi¬ 
ble time working but we 
have to make sure what we 
do is fit for the needs of the 
council. As the new scheme 
does not come into effect 
until next year, we cannot 
give any data on potential 
savings.” 


Unions were consulted 
and workers affected noti¬ 
fied. 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said: “Having analysed the 
usage on our system it was 
found that some people had 
been utilising excessive 
flexi-time and adding it on 
as holidays. 

“As a result we have 
addressed this issue and we 
are confident that our staff 
will be happy with what they 
get. 

“Two days a quarter is 
enough.” 

Flexible working helped 
Walsall’s £21 million New 
Art Gallery to re-open on 
Sundays. The council previ¬ 
ously said there were no 
plans for additional staff. 

New opening times 
started on September 30. It 
is expected to cost £15,000 
up to the end of March to re¬ 
open the gallery with 30 
staff.

Seven candidates 
seeking election 
as commissioner 

IT is regarded as the biggest change to polic¬ 
ing in 50 years and will see a single figurehead 
take charge of West Midland police force. 

Today (Thursday) people across the country will go to the 
polls and be asked to select a Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner (PCC) for their region. 

Many commentators and politicians have argued there is 
no need for PCCs, but the Government decided to press 
ahead with the plans. They hope it will make police forces 
more accountable and give the public a single figurehead to 
look to if they feel they are not getting the service they 
expect. 

PCCs will replace police authorities, which have previ¬ 
ously been described by Home Secretary Theresa May as 
“unaccountable, unelected and invisible”. 

Adverts 

But despite the immediacy of what will represent the 
biggest change to policing in five decades, the election has 
failed to grip the public. Not even adverts on Saturday night 
prime-time TV during X Factor have been able to stir the 
masses. In fact, the Electoral Reform Society is projecting a 
turnout of just 18.5 per cent. 

Mrs May has stood firm on the issue of turnout, refusing 
to say whether a vote on a 10 per cent or 15 per cent turnout 
of the 35 million eligible electorate would be considered to 
be a democratic mandate.

(Conservative), Bill Etheridge (UKIP), Cath Hannon (Ind- 
pendent), Bob Jones (Labour), Ayoub Khan (Lib Dem), 
Mike Rumble (Independent), Derek Webley (Independent).

Let’s have an aspirational 
plan that the whole town can be proud 
of, for a state-of-the-art 50 metres long 
Olympic Pool, eight plus lanes wide 
with a diving area.

LINDA Mountford gave a 
talk at the last meeting 
about the life and loves of 
Coco Chanel. 

Born Gabrielle Bonheur 
Chanel in 1883 in the south 
of France, she died in 1971 
aged 88. 

One of six children, her 
mother died at 31 leaving 
them in the care of a father 
who promptly put the three 
girls in to a convent and 
never saw them again. 

At 18 she left the convent 
with her siblings, gained 
employment as a seam¬ 
stress, then sang in cabaret 
where she gained her nick¬ 
name. Her first love was 
Etienne Balsan, a young, 
rich soldier. Their love of 
riding made them a match 
and she became his mistress 
and lived in his chateau. 

She described the love of 
her life as Arthur Edward 
“Boy” Capel, who financed 
her first shops. 

At the same time Jean 
Raudier had invented the 
material known as jersey. 
She bought all his stock and 
made cardigans with 
pockets out of it. 

Arthur was killed aged 37 
in 1919 and Coco was devas¬ 
tated. It was while she was 
living with him that she 
began designing hats. 

During the 1920s she per¬ 
fected her look. The little 
black dress, costume jew¬ 
ellery, the Chanel bag and 
her signature No 5 perfume. 

At the beginning of WWII 
she closed her shops, moving 
to Switzerland in 1945 and 
back to Paris in 1954.

COLLECTION rounds will be 
reduced and binmen’s Christmas 
overtime scrapped under new 
£800,000 cost-cutting plans for 
waste services in Walsall. 

Council bosses are also planning to halve 
the number of green bins they buy and let 
brown bins go uncollected for five months 
instead of three over the winter. 

If approved, the changes will come into 
force next year as part of the council’s bid to 
save a total of £13 million. But councillors 
said the changes would not impact on the 
level of services delivered to residents. 

Reducing the number of bin collection 
rounds in the borough from 15 to 14 will save 
£300,000. The removal of binmen’s overtime 
at Christmas, which will see extra festive 
waste instead collected by street cleaning 
staff during normal working hours, will save 
£30,000. Brown bin collections suspended for 
five months would cut costs by £340,000. 

Proposals 

Councillor Tom Ansell said: “The draft 
proposals being considered will not see a 
reduction in service to residents. 

“A review and re-scheduling of rounds 
could result in us being able to reduce our 
domestic rounds from 15 to 14 and trade col¬ 
lections from four to three without affecting 
the service. Additional side waste created 
over the Christmas period could be collected 
by other environmental operatives during 
normal working hours, avoiding Christmas 
overtime payments. 

“Less green bins are being replaced than 
we have budgeted for, which brings a saving. 
Residents can be assured that any bins that 
need to be replaced will be. 

“The extended closedown of the brown bin 
service over the winter months will allow the 
service to be delivered in a different way, 
again bringing about savings, and brings us 
in line with the closedown period of neigh¬ 
bouring local authorities.”

A 12-year-old boy has swum 
the equivalent of across the 
English Channel for charity.

Callum would go to the 
pool up to twice a day over 
the 10-week period to com¬ 
plete the 22 miles. 


Support growing on move 
to close busy level crossing 


MOVES to close a busy level crossing and 
create a new pedestrian bridge in Bloxwich 
have won public support - meaning the 
project is a step closer to becoming a reality. 

The plans to block the crossing at Reeves Street have 
been put forward by Network Rail and Walsall Council as 
part of the electrification of the Walsall to Cannock line. 


The crossing is used by 
drivers going between Blx- 
owich and nearby residen¬ 
tial and industrial estates. A 
bridge for pedestrians and 
cyclists would be built to 
replace the lost route. 

The nearby Central Drive 
bridge would be strength¬ 
ened to cope with the extra 
traffic. 

There were initial con¬ 
cerns about the impact on 
moving traffic to other 
routes and forcing lorries 
onto residential streets. 

Proposals 

However, a consultation 
exercise in the summer has 
revealed many people are in 
favour of the replacement 
measures. Further firm pro¬ 
posals are now due to be 
established. 

Walslall’s transport chief, 
Councillor Tom Ansell, said: 
“We have now concluded the 
initial consultation and 
would like to thank every¬ 
one for taking part. 

“It is clear from the 
responses we received that 
many are in favour of intro¬ 
ducing a pedestrian foot¬ 
bridge and widening and 
strengthening the Central 
Drive bridge so we will be

working with Network Rail 
to develop more definite pro¬ 
posals for the area.” 

He added, though, that 
not all the feedback was pos¬ 
itive and those results have 
also been passed on to 
Network Rail. 

“We owe it to the local 
community - residents, 
business owners, motorists 
and pedestrians - to find out 
what they think about the 
proposals,” Councilorl 
Ansell added. 

“The responses have been 
mixed as we expected and we 
have now provided the 
results to Network Rail to 
progress it further. 

“We are now consulting 
with local schools and 
parents.” 

It comes after the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport agreed 
£30 million plans to electrify 
the Chase Line, which runs 
between Walsall and 
Rugeley. Under the scheme, 
the numbers of trains per 
hour will be increased, speed 
of the line will go from 45 to 
75mph and the 20mph speed 
limit in Bloxwich removed 
by closing the level crossing.

Cameras could be used in 
new park yob crackdown 


CCTV cameras could be used in crime-hit 
parks as Walsall Council is looking at 
using cameras to catch troublemakers. 

Vandals, arsonists and fly-tippers have 
targeted borough parks nearly 350 times in 
12 months and there is a perpetual problem 
with dog fouling. 

Council leader Mike Bird said a hard¬ 
hitting approach to capture those responsi¬ 
ble was being considered by the authority. 

Covert cameras have already been used in 
other areas to catch fly-tippers and can be 
made infra-red to be used in the dark. 

Councillor Bird said: “If any green spaces 
are subject to anti-social behaviour of any 
nature we have got to crack down on that. 


“We need to see how we can improve the 
quality of our green spaces and encourage 
more and more people to use them. 

“There are some people saying they don’t 
want to go ‘because... ’ and we have got to get 
rid of the ‘because’.” 

The use of cameras in crime-hit areas is 
being looked at as part of the council’s parks 
strategy for the next five years. 

Recent figures showed there total of 348 
reports of bad behaviour and vandalism in 
parks from July last year to July this year. 

The biggest complaints were glass debris 
from drinkers, vandalism of gates, bins, 
benches and play areas, and graffiti. 


Sunday extra hours 
bring more visitors 


NEW Sunday opening 
hours at The New Art 
Gallery Walsall have 
attracted more than 
1,400 extra visitors in 
just over a month. 

Figures show an average 
of 250 people have visited 
the town centre gallery each 
Sunday since the end of Sep¬ 
tember. 

But bosses believe visitor 
numbers could be even 
higher because the people 
calling in at Costa Coffee 
beforehand are not being 
accounted for. 

Gallery director Stephen 
Snoddy believes opening on 
Sundays for four hours will 
attract an extra 20,000 visi¬ 
tors per year.

Families 

Mr Snoddy said: “We have 
roughly 400 people coming 
in on Sundays because some 
people will go in through 
Costa. 

“It has definitely been 
worth reopening on Sunday. 
It will bring in 20,000 extra 
people a year. A lot of people 
come in with their families 
on Sundays so we are doing 


family workshops once a 
month. ” 

Sunday openings were 
axed last year under budget 
cuts but council chiefs said 
that reopening on Sundays 
would be crucial in the 
gallery’s bid to host the pres¬ 
tigious Turner Prize in 
2015. 

Mr Snoddy said staff were 
now expecting to hear by the 
end of this week whether the 
venue had been shortlisted. 

“If we are shortlisted we 
will be interviewed in 
December and the winner 
will be announced in 
January,” he added. 

“There have been nine 
expressions of interest.” 

The gallery could expect 
100,000 visitors over three 
months if the Turner Prize 
bid was successful.

History is preserved in 
these 'ordinary'

WANDERING around the Black 
Country (as I do) it’s all too easy to 
miss the history preserved in appar¬ 
ently ordinary streets. 

One story not often told, but particu¬ 
larly important to the area is the history 
of council housing. 

Every third home in the Black 
Country was built by a local authority 
and for the first three quarters of the 
20th century the figure was nearer a 
half. So, hundreds of thousands of 
family histories are tied up with this 
particular kind of architecture. 

Despite its far-reaching implications, 
the first chapter in the story of council 
housing in the Black Country hasn’t left 
us much of a visible legacy. In fact its 
beginnings are now only archaeology, 
inauspiciously buried under an 
unmarked car park in Wolverhampton. 

Soon after the first council house was 
built in London in the late 19th century, 
Wolverhampton Borough commissioned 
a terrace of cottage tenements. Between 
1902 and the First World War they stood

alone as the only municipal housing in 
the Black Country. Demolished in the 
1980s, the site on the Birmingham Road 
is now a car dealer’s forecourt. 

Despite this loss, most council houses 
built in the Black Country are still 
around today (as opposed to council flats, 
which have not lasted so well). So we can 
put together a story of the rest of the 20th 
century in surviving buildings. 

Different 

The candidates for the oldest standing 
council houses in the Black Country all 
originate in the plans for the end of the 
First World War, the start of widespread 
house-building by municipalities. 

Complicating the picture in the Black 
Country were the literally dozens of 
councils covering the area. Each had a 
slightly different approach and probably 
used different architects. 

Examples built before 1920 include the 


streets 

houses on Kate’s Hill, Dudley and on 
Stream Park, Kingswinford. 

The experience of house building in 
the inter-war years also differed 
between Black Country councils: those 
on the coalfield like Bilston, Darlaston 
and Tipton struggled to find suitable 
land and often had to level pit mounds 
and the topping of shafts before they 
could plan new estates. 

Even then they had to avoid canals 
and railways criss-crossing the area 
leading to estates being severed from 
older settlements, such as the so-called 
‘Lost City’ in Tipton. Houses built next 
to the canal at Rough Hay, Darlaston 
were typical of those built on former 
colliery land in the 1920s. 

By contrast, in the days before the 
green belt, towns around the edge of 
the ‘Black Country proper’ were able to 
plan larger estates expanding over 
farmland. Bristnall near Smethwick 
and the kilometre-long Low Hill estate 
near Wolverhampton are legacies of 
this approach.

Pick of the Week 


The past comes back to 
haunt grieving parents 


M any parents will struggle to 
think of anything more 
terrifying than their child going 
missing, but The Secret of Crickley 
Hall somehow manages it. 

Based on a novel by horror king 
James Herbert, the three-part drama 
follows a couple who lose their son, 
and then move into a haunted house. 

But while it may sound like a 
nightmare, it’s part of what attracted 
Suranne Jones to the drama. 

She explains: “I think that’s the 
backdrop of any good ghost story - a 
missing child or some sort of trauma 
that kind of helps the audience relate 
to the characters.” 

So, viewers should prepare to have 
their bones chilled by this tale of Eve 
(Jones) and Gabe (Tom Ellis), who 
live in London with their three children. 

One day an exhausted Eve is in a 
playground with their son Cam, and 
briefly falls asleep - and when she 
wakes, the youngster is nowhere to be 
seen. Although the family cling to the 
hope that he will be found alive, 
almost a year passes with no news. 


Gabe eventually accepts a new job 
in the north, believing his wife and two 
daughters, Loren and Cally, will benefit 
from a change of scene. 

Unfortunately, it seems he may have 
made the wrong decision in moving to 
Crickley Hall, which turns out to have 
a sinister past. 

Running parallel to Gabe and Eve’s 
story are the events of 1943, when 
Crickley Hall was an orphanage, run 
by Augustus Cribben (Douglas 
Henshall) and his sister Magda (Sarah 
Smart). 

New tutor Nancy (Olivia Cooke) 
suspects the children are being 
mistreated, but no one seems to 
believe her. 

And when back in 2012, Cally and 
Loren experience visions of a man 
with a cane, it seems the time periods 
may not be as remote as we thought. 

For Suranne Jones, it’s the two 
timelines that make the drama so 
unique. “When I read the script, I’d 
never done anything in the ghost 
genre, and the narrative of a woman 
losing her child was the strong bit for 
me, as well as the two time frames. 


“You’re following a woman’s 
desperation, but then you’ll also see 
what she doesn’t see.” 

And unlike in most horror films, 
where you’re screaming at the 
characters to just get out of the 
haunted house, Eve has a reason for 
sticking around, even after the family 
dog runs off in terror. 

She becomes convinced that one of 
the ghostly presences in Crickley Hall 
is her son Cam, who seems to be 
telling her that the children hold the 
key to his disappearance and can tell 
her where he is... 

If it sounds creepy on the page, it 
should be even more unsettling on 
screen, and Jones admits she can’t 
wait to see the finished product. 

‘The CGI guys will get on top of it, 
there’ll be a brilliant composer, the 
editing will be great... I mean we need 
to do our job as well, but those are the 
things that are going to make it jumpy 
along the way.”

Converting the loft can be a cost-effective way of adding value 


THREE quarters of people are 
choosing to ‘improve rather 
than move’ as the current 
climate shows no time in 
changing. 

According to property expert 
Michael Holmes, editor of Real 
Homes magazine, adding space to 
a property is the most effective 
way to create value and he outlines 
his five top tips on how you can 
improve the value of your home 
while on a budget: 

Remodel your space 

Most properties have potential to be 
improved by adding or removing the 
partition walls between existing rooms 
to make better use of the space you 
already have. Remodelling can make 
your home seem much larger, espe¬ 
cially if you open the space up and 
create open plan, multi-function rooms 
that make the most of natural light. 

Popular ideas include reusing redun¬ 
dant or lesser used space such as; a 
large hallway and landing, unneces¬ 
sary corridor space, understairs space, 
a former airing cupboard or coal store, 
the dining room, or an overly large 
master or second bedroom. 

Conversion 

One of the most cost-effective ways 
to add value is to convert a loft, garage 
or cellar. Providing the existing struc¬ 
ture is reasonably sound and propor¬ 
tioned, adding space through 
conversion is usually more cost-effec¬ 
tive than adding an extension and has 
the added bonus of not sacrificing any 
garden space. 

Think vertically 

When looking at room layout options 
most people only think of their space 
horizontally and ignore opportunities 
to make more of space by thinking ver¬ 


tically. Simple ideas like fitting high 
level storage can make a big difference 
in freeing space elsewhere. A bedroom 
with a tall ceiling could accommodate a 
desk with a raised sleeping platform 
above it, giving valuable floorspace. 
Re-use redundant space 

In a period property there are often 
features that are redundant or which 
can be replaced by more space-efficient 
modern alternatives. The chimney is a 
classic case. The hot water cylinder and 
hot and cold water storage tanks can 
take up a lot of space, but in many 
areas providing the mains water pres¬ 
sure is 3 bar or above, they can all be 
dispensed with and replaced by a 
modern space and energy-efficient 
combination boiler. 


Space efficient design 

Trick yourself into thinking that you 
have more space than you actually do. 
Light colours on the walls and ceilings 
will brighten rooms and make them 
appear larger. The easiest and cheapest 
illusion is to simply add a mirror. It will 
work by reflecting your space to effec¬ 
tively double its size. 

Fitting the same floor finish 
throughout your home creates a con¬ 
nection between rooms and makes 
them flow together as one, adding the 
illusion of more space, especially if a 
lighter colour material is chosen. 

Adding French doors, patio doors of 
folding sliding doors creates a relation¬ 
ship between inside and out, creating 
the opportunity to expand your living 
space outside onto a deck or patio area.

Plant out now for a 
spring vegetable crop 


IF you can provide a little shelter 
using a cold frame or plastic green¬ 
house it’s worth sowing seeds of 
broad beans to provide strong 
plants that can be planted out next 
spring for an early crop of these 
delicious vegetables. 

Because they grow in the hardest cli¬ 
mates varieties such as Aquadulce 
Claudia, Imperial Greenpod and The 
Sutton are reliable in all but the 
hardest of winters. Sow the seeds indi¬ 
vidually in pots of Miracle-Gro Seed 
and Cutting Compost as soon as possi¬ 
ble and keep evenly moist. 

Winter vegetables such as leeks, 
parsnips and celery should be ready to 
lift for the kitchen soon. Parsnips defi¬ 
nitely taste sweeter once they have 
received a few hard frosts as the cold 
weather changes the carbohydrates in 
the stems to sugars. 

Frosts 

Normally the small seedlings are 
ready for transplanting in May and 
June after digging early potatoes, but 
this year the cold, wet spring slowed 
growth to a snail’s pace. 

If you are gardening on heavy soil 
you should carry on with winter 
digging. Digging before the New Year 
means there is more time for the frosts 
to work on the big clumps to break 
them down into fine soil. 

A dressing of lime could help to 
sweeten the soil, especially where you 
are to grow potatoes. 

Winter digging is hard work, espe¬ 
cially if you are adding organic material 
rather than lime. 

To protect your back you need to 
work at a steady pace in short shifts.

To create deep beds of humus-rich 
soil, digin plenty of organic matter.

Break the garlic bulb into individual 
cloves and plant with the tip of each 
clove just below the soil surface. Do the 
same with the onion sets.

Spectre 

After no wins in seven in the division the 
anger and frustration is exacerbated follow¬ 
ing a start which had whispers of a bright 
new future - one without the omnipresent 
spectre of relegation. 

That future could still happen - but the 
longer Walsall continue to flounder, the 
more difficult it becomes to paint that bright 
picture. Teams go through bad patches and 
the hope, with every game, is that the Sad¬ 
dlers are going to escape theirs. 

After the energising start, the life is being 
sapped from the supporters with the audible 
discontent growing. 

The expectations which were raised are 
now being dashed in ruthless fashion as the 
young guns run out of steam. Lately you are 
back to not knowing what to expect, back to 
the inconsistent Walsall, back to worrying.
